Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health, 
Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  West  Kesteven  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1959. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  Peri-Natal  Mortality  Rate  were 
both  slightly  above  the  national  average.  The  position  is  thus 
more  satisfactory  than  in  most  previous  years,  though  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement.  The  table  of  infant  deaths  by  causes  shows 
that  five  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  prematurity  and  congenital 
malformation,  the  remaining  three  being  due  to  pneumonia. 

The  general  death  rate  was,  however,  below  the  national  average 
and  it  is  evident  that  the  Rural  District  is  a  healthy  place  to  live 
in,  for  those  who  survive  the  dangers  of  the  first  year  of  life. 

The  table  of  Infectious  Diese'ases  shows  that  there  was  an 
unusually  high  incidence  of  scarlet  fever,  but  this  was  of  a  mild 
type  and  caused  little  anxiety.  I  must  point  out  that  in  my  opinion, 
and  in  that  of  many  other  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases  is  in  urgent  need  of  revision.  It  is  doubtful 
if  any  useful  purpose  is  now  served  by  the  notification  of  measles, 
while  certain  other  diseases  should  in  my  view  be  made  notifiable, 
especially  brucellosis,  leptospirosis  (Weil’s  disease), and  infective 
hepatitis . 

There  was  no  case  of-  poliomyelitis  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
there  will  be  no  more  large  outbreaks  of  this  disease,  but  there  will 
still  be  danger  for  the  unprotected  individual,  and  I  again  urge  all 
those  eligible  -  now  up  to  age  40  -  to  be  immunised. 

Last  year  I  remarked  on  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  accidents. 
This  year  the  number  of  accidental  deaths  (including  road  accidents) 
was  even  higher,  indeed  was  the  highest  since  1948.  Fortunately  no 
children  were  involved.  Five  of  the  seven  victims  were  over  70  years 
old,  including  four  over  80 .  Proneness  to  accidents  is  likely  to 
increase  with  increasing  years,  owing  to  the  onset  of  disabilities 
such  as  defects  of  sight  and  hearing,  and  special  attention  must  be 
paid  to  the  prevention  of  accidents  in  the  elderly. 

The  emphasis  in  the  field  of  housing  was,  as  before,  on  clear¬ 
ance  of  unfit  houses  and  provision  for  elderly  people. 

Compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  was  generally 
quite  good  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings 
under  these  regulations. 

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  area  of  the  Rural 
District . 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  and 
in  particular  the  Health  Committee,  Mr.  Morgan,  Mr.  Dean,  and  all 
his  staff  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1959,  and  to  record  the  progress  that  continues  to  be 
made  in  improving  the  lot  of  the  rural  worker  and  rural  resident. 

Once  again  it  will  be  noted  from  the  following  pages  that  the 
volume  of  work  continues  at  a  rapid  pace,  particularly  in  housing 
and  sewerage.  Complaints  are  made  by  committee  members  from  time  to 
time  that  the  pace  is  not  fast  enough  and,  of  course,  it  is  only 
natural  that  each  individual  councillor  is  primarily  interested  in 
the  particular  Parish  he  represents  but  one  must  remember  that  there 
are  forty-seven  Parishes  in  this  rural  district  and  a  multiplicity 
of  duties  to  be  performed.  Every  new  sewerage  scheme  leaves  behind 
a  spate  of  work.  Applications  for  conversion  of  E.C's.  to  7. C's., 
standard  grants  and  improvement  grants  along  with  private  enterprise 
housing  make  a  sudden  spurt  forward.  New  water  schemes  have  a  sim¬ 
ilar  effect.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  new  housing  programme 
alone  is  a  formidable  task  with  only  one  technical  assistant  and  one 
clerk  of  works  when  the  programme  per  annum  is  in  the  region  of  about 
100  units  scattered  as  it  soon  will  be  all  over  the  area  on  say  20 
different  sites. 

The  original  estimate  of  unfit  houses  to  be  dealt  with  has 
already  been  exceeded  and  great  strides  have  been  made,  in  spite  of 
complaints  to  the  contrary,  towards  re-housing  and  clearing  the  unfit 
houses.  Clearance  is  often  slow  as  the  Council  are  reluctant  to  move 
any  old  person  and  in  certain  cases,  any  person,  who  does  not  wish  to 
leave  the  old  and  unfit  house.  This  action  may  or  may  not  be  a 
humane  one.  Often  the  person  being  rehoused  although  initially 
reluctant  to  move  is  then  at  a  later  date  very  satisfied  with  the 
result  when  persuasion  has  been  used.  It  can  be  equally  contended 
that  it  is  inhuman  to  leave  old  people  to  struggle  through  the  rest 
of  their  brief  spell  in  unsound  and  insanitary  conditions. 

If  the  present  volume  of  work  is  to  be  maintained  or  as  is 
likely  increased,  it  is  imperative  that  additional  trained  staff 
should  be  provided.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

Another  year  has  gone  and  the  much  discussed  Water  Board  for 
the  area  is  still  not  in  existence.  Meanwhile  the  scheme  to  replace 
the  small  pumping  unit  and  source  at  Skillington  is  proceeding  via 
Great  Ponton  and  Stoke  Rochford  using  the  Grantham  Water  Company's 
source.  It  seems  to  the  layman  rather  ironical  that  the  Water 
Company's  supply  has  to  be  taken  from  its  source  at  Stoke  Rochford 
to  Grantham  only  to  bring  it  back  again,  but  of  course  it  must  be 
purified  before  consumption  -  it  just  "looks  fit  to  drink"  at  its 
source  as  is  often  said. 

Approval  has  now  been  obtained  for  the  booster  pump  to  be 
installed  at  Wilsford  Heath  to  put  the  East  Kesteven  R.D.C.  source 
into  use  for  the  northern  area  of  West  Kesteven  in  replacement  of 
the  Long  Bennington  Borehole.  This  latter  source,  although  satis¬ 
fying  a  long  felt  want  for  a  period  is  not  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  chemical  quality  of  the  water  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Although 
the  public  analyst  advises  that  it  is  satisfactory  for  human  consump¬ 
tion  even  without  chlorination  at  all  times,  regular  complaints  are 
received  regarding  taste,  smell  and  coloured  deposits.  These,  of 
course,  occur  at  "dead  ends"  of  mains  where  silting  occurs  and  the 
taste  and  smell  of  sulphurated  hydrogen' at  these  points  become  quite 
objectionable  and  they  leave  the  water  unpalatable.  Some  consumers 
have  used  stronger  adjectives.  Sampling  at  these  points  has  been 
regularly  carried  out  and  the  mains  have  been  flushed  out  at  regular 
intervals  in  an  attempt  to  avoid  complaints  as  far  as  possible  but 
there  have  been  times  when  flushing  has  not  been  so  frequent  due  to 
excessive  demands  which  have  been  made  on  this  source  during  1958  and 
1959*  It  must  be  remembered  that  in  addition  to  supplying  our  own 
area  assistance  has  been  rendered  and  still  is  by  supplying  in  bulk, 
the  Melton  and  Belvoir  R.D.C.  and  Newark  Borough  Council  for  parts  of 
their  respective  areas.  The  East  Kesteven  R.D.C 's.  Lincolnshire 
limestone  source  replacing  the  bunter  sandstone  supply  will  eliminate 
these  problems  without  further  expenditure  and  the  placing  of  the 
Long  Bennington  borehole  on  emergency  standby  service  will  also 
comply  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s  request 
for  the  conservation  of  the  bunter  sandstone  source  and  its  preser¬ 
vation  for  the  Nottinghamshire  area  where  it  tends  to  be  over  pumped. 

Financially,  these  proposals  are  quite  sound,  as  the  Grantham 
Waterworks  Company's  area  of  supply  and  sources  and  the  East  Kesteven' s 
area  and  sources  will  be  incorporated  in  the  newly  formed  Water  Board 
area  of  control. 

It  will  be  some  relief  to  the  Department  when  the  Board  does 
take  over  its  responsibilities. 

More  effective  control  and  allocation  of  work  can  be  given  the 
direct  labour  employed  now  on  housing  and  waterworks  maintenance  as 
the  work  will  not  be  so  disrupted  by  calls  for  more  urgent  work  such 
as  burst  mains.  It  will  assist  to  some  extent  also  internally  on 
the  administration  side  which  has  been  heavily  taxed  in  the  past. 

The  only  employees  fully  engaged  on  waterworks  maintenance  are  Messrs. 
Innocent  and  Hawker  who,  being  mobile,  combine  the  duties  of  pump 
attendant  and  water  inspector.  To  them  we  must  say  farewell  and 
successwith  the  new  Board.  It  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  them  for  their  untiring  efforts  day  and  night 
for  many  years  in  maintaining  an  essential  service.  This  has  been  no 
mean  task  with  electricity  failures,  pump  breakdowns,  burst  mains  etc., 
and  with  over  one  hundred  and  forty  miles  of  mains  this  means  a  lot 
of  travelling.  We  wish  them  well  in  their  new  positions  and  hope 
they  will  continue  to  maintain  the  supplies  at  least  as  efficiently 
and  expeditiously  as  in  the  past.

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HOUSING 


The  provision  of  additional  housing  accommodation  con¬ 
tinued  during  1959  with  continued  emphasis  paid  to  the 
re-housing  of  tenants  from  unfit  houses  and  in  particular,  the 
elderly.  In  most  cases  the  building  of  bungalows  served  both 
purposes  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  proceed  at  an 
early  date  with  the  provision  of  more  specialised  accommodation 
for  the  elderly  such  as  the  communal  units  of  bed-sitting  room 
flatlets  proposed  at  Barrowby ,  Colsterworth  and  Long  Bennington 
to  serve  the  central  and  north  and  south  areas  of  the  rural 
district.  As  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has 
stated,  it  is  essential  in  a  community  where  the  expectation  of 
life  is  continually  being  increased  and  the  number  of  elderly 
is  still  increasing  that  adequate  provision  must  be  made  for 
such  people.  No  one  seems  to  want  the  old  people  when  they 
become  feeble  and  infirm  and  less  capable  of  looking  after 
themselves  and  such  communal  units  give  admirable  accommodation 
as  whilst  preserving  a  certain  amount  of  independance  there  is 
a  helping  hand  immediately  available  when  needed  and  a  commumal 
spirit  if  properly  fostered  helps  to  relieve  boredom  and  avoids 
that  feeling  of  "waiting  for  death"  when  either  husband  or  wife 
is  lost. 


Unfit  housing  is  still  being  dealt  with  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  original  estimate  of  unfit  houses  have  been 
exceeded.  This  may  be  due  in  part  to  the  attempts  by  Council¬ 
lors  to  report  houses  they  consider  to  be  unfit  by  their 
standard  which  they  compare  with  the  houses  they  themselves 
live  in  and  of  course  are  of  a  totally  different  standard  to 
that  of  the  Housing  Acts.  This  is  done  to  attempt  to  ensure 
that  a  Government  subsidy  is  obtained  for  each  house  built.  It 
would  be  far  better  if  the  unfit  housing  was  dealt  with  system¬ 
atically  village  by  village  and  the  Council  ensuring  that  the 
houses  once  condemned  were  vacated  instead  of  being  unnecessarily 
sympathetic  and  leaving  some  of  the  tenants  in  the  unfit  houses 
so  that  it  is  physically  impossible  to  clear  them  and  thus 
leaving  the  villages  littered  with  eyesores. 


It  is  unfortunate  that  no  notice  has  been  taken  of  the 
report  bf  the  Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee’s  recommend¬ 
ation  published  last  year.  This  was  referred  to  in  lastyear's 
Annual  Report  but  like  the  Advisory  Committee’s  report  it  has 
been  completely  ignored.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  common  sense 
in  this  Report  which  should  be  considered  at  an  early  date  in 
order  to  improve  both  rent  collection  and  repairs  and  maintenance 
of  Council  Housing.  Much  has  been  said  .of  the  necessity  of  an 
0.  and  M.  investigation  but  even  when  experts  offer  some  advice 
free  of  charge  it  is  ignored.. 


Discretionary  or  Improvement  Grants  still  continue  at  the 
same  rate  and  for  every  year  since  1953  there  have  been  more 
grants  given  for  tenanted  than  owner/occupied  houses.  This  is 
quite  contrary  to  the  national  average  where  the  reverse  applies 
It  is  due  mainly  to  the  good  co-operation  received  from  the 
large  Bstates  who  have  sav^d  many  houses  from  the  hand  of  the 
demolition  contractor  and  at  the  same  time  helped  to  preserve 
the  character  of  the  village  by  preserving  the  old  stone 
cottages  with  a  new  look  which  still  is  in  keeping  with  the 
character  of  the  surroundings.  Agreed  they  have,  not  been 
retained  at  i  reasonable  expense  but  in  view  of  the  grant  at  a 
cost  much  less  than  building  a  new  house  and  to  better  effect. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  total  expenditure  per 
house  last  year  was  £840  and  the  average  grant  £343  being  41^0  of 
of  the  total  expenditure. 
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At  the  end  of  December  1959  5  the  Council  owned  1131  Houses 
and  the  number  vacated  per  annum  averages  approximately  100  being 
about  10$.  This  in  itself  considerably  assists  with  housing  from 
the  waiting  list  which  is  inclined  to  be  neglected  due  to  the 
constant  clamour  for  slum  clearance  subsidies.  One  often  hears 
of  families  looking  for  an  old  house  to  move  into  in  order  to  get 
it  condemned  in  order  to  stand  more  chance  of  a  council  house. 

The  number  of  applicants  living  or  working  in  the  rural  district 
increased  from  240  at  the  end  of  1958  to  277  in  1959*  The  high¬ 
est  demand  was  still  in  Colsterworth ,  Great  Gonerby,  and  Barrowby 
in  that  order  and  totalled  105  applicants.  Consequently,  in  spite 
of  the  annual  average  of  re-lets  the  demand  is  not  being  met,  and 
more  priority  must  be  given  to  the  waiting  lists  as  against  this 
constant  demand  for  subsidies.  The  newly-weds  in  particular  are 
being  neglected  and  frustrated  and  forced  out  of  the  locality  in 
which  they  live  and  work  or  alternatively  overcrowding  their 
parents  houses.  This. is  often  the  cause  of  marriages  being 
broken  up  particularly  when  children  arrive  on  the  scene.  The 
building  of  cheaper  horses  for  sale  by  the  Council  might  assist 
with  this  problem  to  some  extent  and,  although  providing  more 
work  for  an  already  understaffed  and  overburdened  department,  it 
is  pleasing  to  note  the  Housing  Committee  are  enthusiastic  or  at 
least,  shall  we  say,  its  Chairman.

SEWERAGE 


AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Complete  new  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  have  now 
been  provided  for  Skillington,  Great  Gonerby,  Colsterworth , 

Ropsley,  Great  Ponton  and  Ailington.  The  Caythorpe  scheme  is  well 
in  hand  and  it  is  hoped  the  Long  Bennington,  Ancaster  and  Harlaxton 
schemes  should  soon  be  started.  The  Harlaxton  scheme  is  the  only 
one  which  has  not  yet  been  investigated  by  the  Minister's  engineer 
and  is  urgently  needed  due  to  the  tremendous  amount  of  private 
enterprise  housing  development  which  is  merely  waiting  for  the 
word  "go". 

As  a  result  of  last  year's  report,  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able 
to  report  that  the  villages  of  Barrowby,  South  Witham,  Woolsthorpe- 
by— Belvoir  and  Welby  were  given  priority.  Denton  village  which  was 
mentioned  appears  to  have  been,  side  stepped  but  should  not  have 
been  as  the  present  means  of  disposal  is  quite  out-of-date,  over¬ 
loaded,  inadequate  and  causing  pollution  of  the  stream  feeding  into 
the  Denton  Reservoir  -  a  favourite  fishing  haunt.  It  will  not  be 
possible  to  urge  the  Welby  Estates  to  improve  and  modernise  the 
houses  in  the  village  (which  certainly  need  it!)  unless  new  sewera^ 
is  provided  and  along  with  it  a  modern  disposal  works. 

One  further  step  forward  which  the  Council  have  made  is  to 
increase  the  grant  for  conversion  of  E.O's.  to  W.C's.  to  a  maximum 
of  £40  from  its  previous  £15 .  This  was  decided  in  order  to  bring 
it  in  line  with  the  Standard  grant  provision  and  to  encourage  more 
use  of  the  new  sewers.  Permission  was  also  given"  to  serve  statutory 
notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act  to  enforce  conversions  which 
were  previously  refused.  Forty— seven  conversions  were  carried  out 
in  the  year  in  the  following  parishes  :  -

The  cesspool  emptying  service  is  now  more  profitably  used  as 
a  result  of  the  bonus  scheme  adopted  for  the  two  work.  3n.  It 
completed  its  first  year  of  operation  in  1959  e.nd  a  total  of  £133 
was  paid  out  in  bonus.  Whereas  the  estimated  number  of  tanks  por 
year  was  456  of  which  350  were  private  based  on  the  previous  years 
work ,  1959  showed  an  increase  to  1054  of  which  471  were  private. 
Here  is  another  example  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  paying 
dividends  without  any  advice  from  an  0.  &  M.  expert. 


MEAT  AND  FOODS 


It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  a  100$  inspection 
of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  has  been 
carried  out  at  six  privately  owned  slaughter  houses  as  in  some 
rural  areas  this  unfortunately  is  still  not  the  case.  Cases 
still  arise  where  animals  have  to  be  inspected  after  office  hours 
but  the  two  additional  Public  Health  Inspectors  carry  out  the 
work  regularly  and  enthusiastically  without  complaint.  Most  of 
the  butchers  do  co-operate  very  fully  during  holiday  and  other 
busy  periods  by  holding  over  carcases  and  all  offals  for  examin¬ 
ation  before  sale  until  the  animals  can  conveniently  be  inspected. 


It  would  appear  that  there  is  little  hope  of  a  central 
abbattoir  built  in  Grantham  either  by  the  joint  Councils  of 
Grantham  Borough  and  West  Kesteven  R.D.C.  or  any  other  body 
such  as  the  local  Butcher's  Association.  There  is  apparently 
insufficient  local  support  from  Butchers  themselves  either  for 
the  Council  to  build  or  the  Association.  Many  are  buying  "off 
the  hook"  and  others  will  prefer  to  do  so  when  the  small  slaughter 
houses  they  use  are  closed.  Others  are  already  making  use  of  the 
new  modern  abattoir  in  Newark  which  is  only  14  miles  distant 
from  Grantham. 


Unfortunately  none  of  the  six  privately  owned  slaughter 
houses  will  be  brought  up  to  standard  either  due  to  .cost  or  not 
being  possible  to  improve  due  to  location. 


Facilities  are  adequate  in  nearby  towns  as  has  been 
quoted  at  Newark  only  14  miles  distant  and  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  provide  a  new  central  abattoir  in  Grantham  and 
make  an  economical  charge  per  animal  to  compare  with  costs  at 
other  nearby  town  centres.  To  make  a  higher  charge  would  only 
result  in  losing  business  to  other  places  and  result  in  a  greater 
loss.  Unless  the  ratepayers  are  prepared  to  subsidise  the 
butchers  and  farmers  it  is  unlikely  that  an  abattoir  can  be 
built  and  one  wonders  in  these  days  of  modern  transport  whether 
it  is  really  necessary.
